Then let not 
landsemen scoff at such fancies, not a 
whit more absurd than their own credu- 
lous conceits. 

Aside from this sort of feeling in the 
war-ship, there is soon a real and far 
more serious apprebension, in which all 
have a share, officers as well as men.

They come from all 
parts of the Pacific, from all the other 
oceana, from the ends of the earth, car- 
rying every kind of flag known to the 
nations he whaleman, late harpoon- 
“fish in the Arctic, with him who 
has been chasing “‘cachalot™ in the 

Pacific and Indian; the merchantman 
standing towards Australia, (hina, or 

Japan; the trader among the South Sea 
| Islands; the coaster of Mexico, Chili, 
and Peru; men-o'-war of every flag and 
fashion—frigates, corvettes, and doubie- 
deckers; even (hinese junks and Malayan 
prabus—are seen sailing into San Fran 
cisco Bay, and coming to beside the 
beach of Yerba Buena. 

What has caused this grand spreading 
of canvas, and commingling of queer 
craft? What is still causing it, for still 
they come? The anewer lies in a little 
word of four letters; the same that from 
the beginning of man's activity on 
earth has moved him to many things, 
teo oft two deeds of evil—geid. Some 
eighteen months before, the Swiss emiyre 
Sutter, scouring out bis mill-race on a 
tnbuatary of the Sacramento river, ob- 
serves shining particles among the mud. 
Taking them up, and holding them in 
the hollow of bis band, he feels that 
they are heavy, and sees them to be of 
golden sheen. And gold they prove, 
when submitted to the test of the alem 
bic.

Hyacintns.—The best time for start- 
ing byacintha, intended for blooming in 
the beuse in glasses, is im the of 
October.
